Indication of the measures which Nanking pro- 
poses to counteract the superiority of Japanese 
equipment and organization, If the Shantung 
forees can be disposed so as to harass the flank 
‘of the Invaders considerable resistance may be 
‘offered, General Yen Hsl-shan's reported as- 
sumption of the command of his troops in the 
field indicates that the determination to oppose 
‘the Japanese is being resolutely pressed. The 
resuit ‘remains to be seen. 








UNWISE COMPLACENCE 


‘The boycott weapon has never had this 
journal's support, any more than the idea of 
Imposing sanctions. ‘Therefore the growth of 
‘a movement in Great Britain in favour of boy~ 
cotting Japanese goods is regretted, singe such 
‘8 weapon is double-edged and in the long run 
{ineffective in respect of its declared object. 
Nevertheless Japanese observers will not be 
wise to aseribe the demands for that boycott 
to the influence of Chinese appeals. The plain 
recording of the facts of recent bombings of 
‘open eities in China has been the direct inspira- 
tion of the indignation now finding expression 
in various parts of Europe. Nor is it enough 
for Japanese spokesmen to point to the correct- 
ness of the orders given to their Aghting men. 
‘The discipline of Japanese airmen and soldiers 
is not in doubt, but that makes the ground for 
criticism of certain bombings all the stronger. 
In deploring the threat of boycott—despite the 
fact that it will receive no official countenance 
‘and will probably remain a threat—it is necessary 
to add that the sentiment which prompts It re- 
presents the considered view of the large major- 
fy of world opinion. That is a serious matter 
which Japan would be wronging herself to 
dismiss ‘by airy tu quoques or dissertations on 
Chinese propaganda.

‘The British Empire's oldest daily newspaper 
bas passed on by merger with the “Daily Tele 
raph,” as it was feared would happen when it 
‘was announced in August that Lord Camrose 
‘had bought the “Morning Pos” ‘The name is 
to be Kept live apparently just as the “News: 
Chronicle's" name recalls the separate identity 
of two great Liberal popular newspapers. ‘Thus 
career which began on November 2, 1772 has! 
fended on September 30, 1937. Two years ago 
the “Morning Post” lost Lord Apsley, whose 
resignation terminated a family association ‘with 
the Journal of exactly 100 years’ duration, {or 
‘his ‘mother, Countess Bathurst, is the grand- 
[daughter of Peter Borthwick, M. P. for Evesham, 
who bought the paper from Crompton in 1835, 
[Another link is now broken by the disappet 
‘ance from an editorial chair of Mr. H. A. 
Gwynne who, after one of the most. briliia 
careers as a ‘special correspondent. in, Reuter's 
service went to the “Standard” in 1908 ond 
thence to the “Morning Post” in 1011. Mr. 
‘Gwynne carried the banner of tariff reform to 
the “Standard”; he maintained the bulwarks of 
independent toryism in the "Morning Post.” He 
commands the greatest esteem from his profes 
[sion and his distinction of being the last editor 
‘of two once grest morning newspapers bears 
testimony at least to consistency as the champion 
of right-wing pertinacity. At soventy-ono years 
of age he has earned the right to a happy leisure 
in retirement as will be the wish for him of 
ll his colleagues in Fleet Street. China knew 
hhim long ago in 1808 when, for nearly a year 
land a half, he was Reuter's correspondent in 
Peking.

DEFINITION OF CHINA

"The members of the new body in- 
jelude China, Britain, France, Hol 
and, Russia’ and the United States. 
‘The United States, according to the 
chairman, Is taking part in the work 
fof the sub-committee on the same 
condition ag she is taking part in 
the Advisory Committee's delibera- 
tions. 





(China's Stand Declared 

In proposing the resolution, Dr. 
Wellington Koo sald it stated facts 
known throughout the world and 
contirmed by the activities 2f tne 
‘Japanese army on land, the Japan~ 
ese Navy along the coast and on 
the high seas, and Japanese alrcratt 
Jn the alr, which “constituted ageres-

inciples Must Be Upheld 

“But - this consideration applies 
only to measures to be taken to 
cheek the forces of aggression, On 
the question of reafirming the prin- 
ciples of the Covenant, there should 
be no compromise. 

“The world. will understand, in 
the present circumstances, if’ the 
League does not endeavour to put 
Its whole machinery into operation 
for the purpose of checking aggres- 
sion, ut it will not understand it 
it does mot. speak out on the ques- 
ton of right or wrong. It will only. 
be undermining the position of the 
League further as a great moral 
force it it does not make this pro- 
nouncement.” 

Tn conclusion, Dr. Koo declared 
that there was’ nothing “to prevent 
the League from standing up and 
making known to the world its 
opinion, based on the fundamental 
principle of its own existence. That 
is what is expected not only by 
China but by. the whole world.—

PROSPECTS OF MEDIATION 

Oct. 2. 
‘The British Government's readiness to give| 
its good offices in assisting in the composure| 
of Sino-Japanese differences seems to be| 
twofold. Viscount .Cranborne's statement at| 
Geneva suggests the possibility of a confer- 
enee of nations who, whether members of the| 
League or not, are ‘vitally concerned in Far| 
Eastern peace. It recalls Mr. S, M. Bruce's| 
earlier proposal for a. conference of Pacific 








powers, but it does not, apparently, ondorse| 
the belief that the time’is ripe for action on| 
those lines. Lord Cranborne's emphasis on| 
the need for confining peacemaking efforts 
to measures which have a real chance of| 
success is important. Experience shows that| 
elaborate plans for that kind of international] 
movement are best deferred-unless they can| 
result in proposals which both contestants| 
are likely to accept. At the moment no such| 
hope can be enteriained. The senselessness| 
of the struggle is, however, brought again 
to attention by the British’ representative's 


‘2 significant comparison of the intrinsic import 


‘ance of the Marco Polo Bridge incident with 
the large-scale military and naval aggression| 
Taunched by Japan against China. That! 
fundamental point must be borne in mind, 
It is vividly impressed on the sympathies of| 
‘other nations, if only by reason of the heavy] 
losses which, as third parties, they have] 
incurred in the course of the struggle. Here| 
in Shanghai there is no diffeulty in appreciat-| 
ing this point; the almost complete stagnation| 
of the commercial life of this nerve centre is 
serious matter for all. It reflects condi-| 
tons, in greater or less degree, in other parts| 
of the country, where hostilities are in| 
progress, The offer of Great Britain to} 
mediate “if the need should arise” is the 
second, perhaps, the more practical proposal} 
put forward by the British Cabinet, It gives 
a further reason for the firm refusal to 
countenance or approve the suggested boycott} 
of Japanese goods. 

If mediation is to be acceptable to both| 
parties—an essential condition prezedent—| 
‘the mediator cannot be identified with a} 
concrete act of hostility to either one of them.| 
Apart from that axiomatic truth, Great} 
Britain has never been enamoured of the| 
boycott weapon. In the form of economic| 
sanctions it was officially adopted in the| 
recent efforts of the League to bring pressure} 
to bear on Italy. It was a dismal failure. 
Yet British objections to it are based on| 
Jonger and wider experience. Enforeement} 
‘of a boycott invariably involves the use of} 
methods which lead to violence. Whatever| 
‘may be the moral purpose originally inspiring} 
ft, it becomes rapidly exploited by trade 
interests which cannot help giving it a pre- 
dominantly selfish motive. There is nothing 
so nauseating as the spectacle of a country 
stimulating the sale of its products in the 
name of morality. Practically too there is} 
‘a grave objection to any measure which} 
artificially interrupts the normal flow of} 
trade. Sooner or later there has to be a} 
restoration of the currents and the process} 
is seldom impressive, involving as it 
frequently does a virtual repudiation of 
prineiples previously affirmed. Finally, as} 
with economic sanctions, the danger of} 
intensifying rather than eliminating the risks} 
of war is always present. So it is not sur-| 
prising that, despite certain demonstrations} 
of public opinion, the British Government is} 
not disposed to encourage the Archbishop of 
Canterbury to prescribe an economic anti- 
toxin for Japan's malady. Japan has main- 
tained that her main difficulty with China is 
economic, it is true. ‘That is the one com- 
prehensible item in her list of alleged 
grievances. It can be met, not as she is now} 
trying to meet it, by spreading destruction 
far and wide, but by a real approach to equal 
partnership ‘on lines acceptable to both 
countries. That is where British media- 
tion might be effective if it could be 
accepted—a condition which has yet to} 
be established. Although the world’s con-| 
demnation of the policy of indiscriminate 
bombing is natural and salutary, it might| 
develop into an obstacle to peace, and, con- 
sequently, defeat the objects of its amiable} 
supporters. If it is allowed to get out of 
control it will certainly stiffen the obduracy| 
of Japan, just as Japan's reckless use of the 
‘aeroplane has undoubtedly stimulated Chinese} 
resistance and gravely complicated the task 
of reconeiliation—a state of relationships 
‘which the two countries will ultimately have 
to accept. So long as the present state of 
‘war exists Chinese spokesmen are bound to} 
exploit to the full the sympathies which must} 
‘be aroused by the grim holocausts in so many] 
of thelr cities. Yet third parties, while in 
no way: surrendering their humanitarian 
principles, should recognize that the basic 
issue is to be found in the development of} 
modern weapons of war and the vastly] 
‘extended conceptions of conflict generated by] 
their potentialities. It is exceedingly difficult} 
to draw the exact line between what is and] 
‘what is not a military objective. When, on the| 
top of this difficulty, the disparity between 
man’s power of invention and his ability to} 
control what he has invented comes into play, 
the Janger of allowing well-intcations 
‘emotions to get the upper hand of naticnal| 
judgment will be readily perceived. This} 
does not rebut the plain fact that China is 
the victim of unjustifiable aggression and| 
‘consequently the appropriate recipient of| 
‘sympathy and encouragement. It does not} 
preclude whole-hearted condemnation of} 
those indiscriminate bombings which, despite 
the unequivocal assertions of Japanese apolo-| 
‘gists, have undoubtedly marred the record of} 
the invaders. Tt is merely concerned to show 
that if mediation is to have any chance of| 
suceess at this stage, the mediator-designate| 
‘cannot afford to. be heavily committed to an} 
attitude which’ might be taken to prejudge| 
the issue, 

Tt is unfortunate that Japan has, so far, 
[shown a great lack of appreciation of the} 








fairplay and on accepted notions of humane 
conduct. When, no doubt with considerable 
colour of truth, she calls attention to the 
“unilateral” verdict of Gcheva—an epithet 
earned by her own default—and when she 
discerns nothing but Chinese “propaganda’ 
in the causes of the indignation in America 
‘and Europe, she is making it very hard for 
the influences of mediation to have their 
Proper scope. Surely Japanese civilians who 
‘are able to sense the feelings of their friends 
with greater accuracy than soldiers or sailors 
absorbed in the task of “bringing China to 
hher knees,” can move their Government to 
‘apprehension of this danger to their country's 
reputation. ‘They at least cannot lose sight} 
of what Lord Cranborne calls the need for| 
establishing friendly relations between China 
‘and Japan. They must realize that when 
‘the spokesman at Tokyo stubbornly asserts 
that this war is no concern of anyone except 
the two combatants he is igtoring the grim| 
realities of the position of third parties here. 
He {s working on an untenable theory. 
‘Meanwhile this devastating and cruel havoc 
roceetls. Critical, strongly critical though 
British opinion may be of the policy which 
‘has led Japan to intensify her aggressive role| 
in China, Great Britain still maintains her 
right to be regarded as the friend of both| 
parties. Her friendship is not without 
weight. It would be an immense achieve- 
ment if by some means or other the tentative 
offer of mediation could at least be considered 
in Tokyo as well as in Nanking. Is Far| 
Eastern statesmanship so supine that it must| 
{fold its hands and placidly watch two enemies| 
‘who should be friends slowly. destroying 
themselves before its eyes and, in the process, 
damaging the prosperity of unwilling but 
impotent accessories to the crime? 











CONFUSION OF THOUGHT 
Oct. 4, 


‘The fiercely vocal agitation in Great Britain 
for the boycott of Japanese goods or for 
some form of economic pressure to be brought 
to bear on the Japanese Government is 
supported by well-meaning organizations and 
certain prominent men and women in British 
public life. ‘The British Government has 
firmly refused to countenance the movement 
‘and may, eventually, take specific action to 
correct developments which might accrue! 
from it, Industrial and commercial opinion! 
does not favour direct action of that kind| 
and China would be wise to reject any 
suggestion that such abstention is purely) 
formal. From America has come a definite 
repudiation of the boycott theory on the| 
sound ground that it cannot be propagated 
exept by stirring up hatred, that its| 
practical effects would be long-delayed and 
that in the meantime it merely would 
strengthen the hands of the militarists in 
‘Japan. Already it is discerned that the boy-| 
cott proposal mainly rests on excessive 
‘exploitation of the reports of aerial bombing] 
‘of Chinese cities. This is understandable as] 
the movement demands for its success those 
‘broad effects which can be obtained more 
readily by flamboyant appeals to emotion, 
‘This seriously weakens China's case. As| 
this journal has pointed out, the decision to| 
bomb a large number of Chinese cities, many| 
of which even by the greatest stretch of| 
the imagination can hardly be called military| 
objectives, is a gross defiance of humanitarian| 
principles’ and heavily discounts the value of| 
‘Japanese assurances. Yet the agitation is 
4s indiscriminate in its citation of examples 
as the bombing is alleged to be. The result 
is that Japanese spokesmen can immediately 
evoke sympathy by coneentrating attention 
‘on those activities by which it is difficult to} 
deny that military targets were sought and, in 
many cases, hit or narrowly missed. This 
has encouraged Japanophiles to come forth 
with specious assertions to discredit all 
charges however well substantiated. They 
fare wrong, of course, for, contrary to the 
impression’ which they ‘seck to ereato, 
appalling tragedies have happened in Hong- 
ew and Yangtszepoo and have no connection 
with aerial action. It must, however, be 
firmly said that the bandying of “atrocity” 
charges is an arid occupation. It invites 
tu quoques, as has already been observed by| 
Japanese emphasis on Tungchow and on the| 
tragedy of “black Saturday” in Shanghai, 
Tt develops a fanatical antagonism which 
‘sweepingly indicts a nation and, thus,| 
delays the operation of healing processes 
essential to the termination of hostilities. 
British objectors to bombing from the air| 
are not on a good wicket. ‘They cannot dis~ 
claim all responsibility’ for the failure of the 
Disarmame:.t Conference to arrive at an 
international interdiction of that form of| 
warfare. It is true that the British attitude 
was partly swayed by the conviction that 
such a ban would be impracticable for, once 
warfare had begun, the conversion of any 
form of-aeroplane into a bombing machine 
‘would be simple and inevitably oceur. Yet| 
there was also the undoubted fact that the 
British reservation was expressly framed: to| 
retain the power of bombing from the air| 
in carrying out “policing operations” in Irak 
—at that time under a British mandate—in| 
Palestine and on the North-West Frontier of 
India. It will of course be urged in reply, 
that in-carrying out bombing operations, as 
the recent campaign in Waziristan showed,| 
the Royal Air Force takes most claborate 











depth of feeling aroused by her naval and| 
military assaults on the world’s sense of 


precautions to give notice for the clearance| 
Of the affected area well before the bombing! 
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begins. In addition to the dropping of 
warning leaflets, emissaries are sent to induce 
the civilian inhabitants to evacuate the area 
with their families and cattle so that the 
action is as far as possible confined to. the 
bombing..of combatants and the destruction 
of their lairs. This may all be admitted, but 
it docs not ‘aller the fact that the whole 
question of bombing cannot be satisfactorily 
discussed by appeals to popular emotion on 
the basis of information which, although 
circulated in good faith, does not possess the , 
high degree of accuracy necessary to the 
formulation of an indictment. Although there 
is an evident discrepancy ‘between official 
‘Japanese assurances and the results achieved 
‘by some of their airmen, it is only fair to 
say that maps recovered ‘from the bodies of 
dead Japanese pilots at Nanking have shown 
that the air force staff took precautions to 
mark those maps for the guidance of the 
bombers with symbols to indicate what were 
and what were not military or quasi-military 
‘objectives. This 1s sald with no desire to 
qualify the condemnation which this journal 
has considered it necessary to pass on the 
recklessness of certain Japanese slaughter of 
civilians from the air, whether in the 
Shanghai area or further afield, It is brought 
to notice with the object of showing that 
judgment on the subject requires a dis 
Sionate treatment altogether. impossible 
‘the organizers of a boycott campaign. 

‘There remains the grave injustice which 
this exploitation of emotion does to China 
herself. Into the background is thus thrown 
‘the basic issue on which China's appeal for 
world sympathy rests, ‘The reaction of 
intelligent men who refuse to be led into 
‘an untenable position ereated by ill-advised 
and ill-informed fanaticism naturally 
encourages counter-propaganda to obscure 
the real charge against Japan. That charge 
must therefore be reiterated: it is that, on 
fantastically insuMeient ground, Japan, ‘tied 
to the chariot-wheels of a dominant militarist 
clique, has launched a large-scale military 
and naval war of aggression on a neighbour 
who, faced with no alternative but to resist, 
is palpably the weaker party. Because, 
forsooth, the Government of China is open to 
certain criticisms, many of which might be 
applied with considerable force to other 
governments as well, because | Japan's 
economic needs seem to suggest that the 
technique of the housebreaker would bring. 
her speedier relief than the devices of 
diplomacy, because in certain eventualities, 
remote and in essence problematical, Japan's 
strategic security demands the power to con= 
trol China's northern territory, the invasion 
of China by military, aerial and naval power 
haw been accomplished. From ‘Tokyo the 
jord is sent forth that China has to be 
“beaten to her knees.” That inconvenient 
statement of the facts is even now being 
ignored by too many foreign observers. 
They will be further encouraged in thus dis- 
missing the eternal verities of right and 
wrong—without observance of which neither 
civic, nor national, nor international life ean 
remain intact—if responsible opinion is to be 
sidetracked, as must happen when the {nefM- 
cient processes of mob-oratory and mass 
demonstration are applied to the discussion of 
the highly intrleate and controversial issue of 
aerial bombing. Reduced to its simplest propor= 
tions, Japan's declaration that she wages war 
to exorcise communism, anti-Japanese feol- 
Ings and corruption from the Government of 
China implies that the powerful nation has 
the right to chastise a wonker neighbour 
merely Because that neighbour's standards of 
‘efficiency and cthies do not conform to some 
arbitrary doctrine of respectability, “Mean- 
while any doubt of the infallibility, perfection 
or capacity of the would-be instrument of 
chastisement has to be stigmatized as tse 
majesté or a sin against impeccable rectitude, 
‘Those who are rightly concerned lest Japan's 
grave breach of a fundamental canon of 
international conduct may pass unchallenged 
should tenaciously adhere to that vital issue 
and should not allow themselves by confusion 
of thought to be lost in a maze of 
irrelevancies

‘The policy yoverning the 
acceptance of correspondence has given rise 
to the publication of views which have been 
severely critical of Hongkong and, if the word 
may be forgiven, querulous. Welcome Is 
therefore offered to the correspondent who 
has bluntly suggested that a little gratitude 
‘might “save Shanghai's face.” It accords with 
‘numerous private expressions of opinion on 
the subject of such complaints as have found 
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ventilation, Between -Hongkong’ and Shang- 
hal there has been a long-standing bond of 
relationship, ‘The acid note of rivalry] 
geeasionally intrudes. Shanghal is apt to set| 
its cosmopolitan motions of independence and] 
frectiom against what it considers to be! 
Hongkong's excessive regard for convention. 
‘Shanghai, administered under a welter of 
Joosely-defined authorities, may strike Hong-| 
Kong to lack the essentials of a homogeneous | 
system of government. Hongkong has every- 
thing and everybody in their proper places; 
Shanghai suffers under the imputation of| 
belng mainly an improper place and, like Mr. 
Gilbey, makes a merit of the weakness. 
Despite-these discordanees there is a splendid] 

_ ‘Understanding between the two British com-| 
munities—one literally insular, the other] 
metely a cog,'if an important’ one it likes} 
to think, in 'a big unwieldy international 
machine, ‘Shanghai's British would be sad 
if Hongiong had the impression that this 
cordiality were weakening and that they did 
not value the friendship which has been con 
solidated in many an interport contest here| 
and there, 

For, without necessarily being unsympa~ 
thetic’ with those who somehow or other have 
foud’life as an evacuce in Hongkong little 
to thelr taste, it must be firmly recorded that 
Hongkong has put. the British community] 
hhere-deeply in its debt by its arrangements} 
for the evacuees, Recalling the suddenness| 
‘of the» emergency it is indeed remarkable] 
how retdily people on all sides rallied to] 
show Hongkong’s sense of the requirements 
of the visitors. Naturally people who had 
friends among the passengers of the incoming] 
refugee liners took steps to combine exercise| 
‘of the hospitable privileges of friendship with| 
the discharge of their communal duties. Thus] 
members of sporting’ associations offered to] 
look after the belongings of their Shanghai 
opponents, ‘This principle was extended to] 
services as the Shanghai Police and Shanghai 
Fire Brigade were » able gratefully to 
recognize. Yet Hongkong did not rest con 
tent with that. A Ladies’ Welfare Committee 
with the acting Governor's wife as chairman, 
the Chief Justice's wife as ‘Treasurer and 
Jeading women of the Island as members, most 
efficiently organized arrangements for dealing 
‘with evacuees who could not find any ready- 
‘made assistance. ‘This Committee's 1ébours 
have been assiduously developed and many! 
‘Shanghai ‘women have written gratefully of 
the help and kindness thus forthcoming. The 
visitors naturally Included a good proportion 
of women whose resources were strictly 
limited, ‘Therefore the extension of  hos- 
ppitality to charitable. endeavour was inevi- 
table., Even there Hongkong did not fail. 
‘Dhe sum of $19,000 was subscribed to give 
pocket money to the needy among them. Al 
Chinese firm generously supplied clothes. 
Facilities for transport in the form of free bus 
‘conveyance were offered. Cinemas gave free 
admission on two afterrioons a week to the 
refugees from Shanghai.” A cable company 
considerately agreed to send cables to anxious 
families free of charge. Cars were put at 
the disposal of many by private owners. Free 
tram rides were given. A large hotel-pro-| 
prietor put down $10,000 for the assistance of] 
cases of distress. Private Chinese residents: 
fof the Colony wanted to assist in the effort, 
but they were assured that, much as their! 
generosity was appreciated, the British. 
community would be able to shoulder the 
burden, for it was felt that the Chinese would 
have a, far more pressing call upon their 
funds, For those who wanted to go to 
England and were short of cash due provi- 
sion was.made to assist them, ‘The Jockey] 
Club was not the only sporting institution to] 
‘make its premises available. The Happy’ 
Valley Golf Club closed down altogether to 
make room for the evacuces. Some of this: 
round has already been covered by special 
despatches but a brief recapitulation Is 
Gesirable so that due emphasis may be laid 
fon Shanghai's appreciation of the gratitude] 
which it owe: 

It seems that somo of the complaints which| 
ave been made have not sufficiently taken| 
into account the circumstances of the evacua-| 
tion. It was arranged to spare the women 
‘the dangers and possible hardships of a most] 
ceritical situation in Shanghai. ‘The visitation’ 
came upon Hongkong just at a time when 
that Colony was itself in the throes of a 
serious cholera epidemic, ‘The efficiency of| 
the medical department took this additfonal 
complication in its stride, but it brings out 
all the ‘more strongly the whole-heartedness| 
‘of Hongkong’s activities in caring for the 
stranger within its gates. Whether the: 
arrangements in certain ships during) the 
voyage were all they shiould have been is no| 
‘concern of Hongkong. ‘That point, it is hoped, 
will be duly examined by the ‘appropriate| 
authorities so as to avoid similar difficulties} 
when the time comes for the return journey. 
Tt would be doing less than justice to the 
British community in Shanghai if mention 
were not made of one aspect of the sojourn, 
‘The opportunity was offered’ quite rightly 
to all entitled to British protection, ‘The 
resilt was that some of the women although 
s0 entitled were not British in -origin and 
it is probable that difficulties of various kinds| 
arose from that circumstance, For one thing 
it is understood that differences: in social 
customs and habit created some misunder- 
standing and, in certain cases, definite friction, 
Generally, however the good sense of the| 
majority assérted itself. Certain of the names| 
of those who were responsible for the organ-| 
ization of camps and other machinery of reliet 


























‘are wellknown to Shangliailanders and are] 
consequently in themselves a guarantee that| 
the main consideration was not forgotten or| 
neglected—the practical assistance of fellow| 
British subjects in a time of need. This is| 
sald in no desire to belittle the grounds on| 
which certain complaints have been based.| 
It merely secks to establish the general thesis| 
‘that Hongkong rose to the occasion admirably| 
and rendered to British Shanghailanders a 
service which will be long and gratefully re-| 
membered. ‘That errors and oversights oc-| 
‘curred would be inevitable, for, beautiful as| 
the Island is, it is inhabited by human beings| 
not supernatural sprites. Even the old 
fashioned. accountant designs to shelter| 
himself under the mystical device “E. & O.| 
E.” Hongkong should be allowed that pri- 
vilege which docs not preclude the fair- 
minded observer from affirming that its| 
service has been splendid and is warmly] 
appreciated here, 





WANTON SABOTAGE 
Oct, 5. 

‘The curt message to the effect that the| 
Soviet Government's opposition to the! 
scheme for assisting Russian refugees who: 
have been victims of the hostilities in 
China requires explanation, The Nansen Office 
at Geneva is ably carrying on the work of 
assisting refugees in various parts of the 
world—victims of successive political up- 
heavais which have sent certain communities 
into exile. Among these refugees are 
‘the Russians of the Empire who cannot 
x0 back to their own country and, in differ= 
ent cities, have settled down to a new life. 
‘The Office has made important contributions 
to. political and social. stability by Ste 
untiring activities in this regard. When it 
‘was known that the already harassed Russian 
emigre community in Shanghai had been 
further afficted by the devastation in the: 
northern area of the International Settle 
ment, the local Russian organizations witn 
the sympathy, and co-operation of the muni 
lpal authorities, did what they could to 
bring immediate relief. ‘The _ numbers 
Involved have been estimated at 2,600. It 
‘was thought that the Nansen Office might give 
special ad hoe assistance and for that purpose 
f grant of the equivalent of $150,000 was 
roposed. It was strongly supported by the 
Tepresentatives of France and Great Britain 
In the session held last week at Geneva and 
all dolegates approved with the’ solitary 
exception of him who represented Soviet 
Russia. Unfortunately the procedure 
required a’ unanimous vote so the Soviet vote 
Became really as well anagrammatically a 
veto on a benevolent scheme. It is agreed 
that the Russian emigres haye no claim 
on. Soviet sympathy, much Jess on Soviet 
funds but it will hardly be argued that the 
infinitesimal proportion of an inéividual 
nation’s share in the proposed grant con~ 
stituted a perceptible draft on those funds. 
Tn other words the Soviet Government was 
required by all the laws of decency and 
humanity merely to acquiesce in a measure 
which in no way strained its political con- 
selence. Indeed the moderate gesture of 
‘association with the rest of the world in an 
urgent plan of relief would have enabled 
Moscow to claim eredit for an act of gencro- 
sity. These considerations had no weight. The 
Soviet representative saw only an opport- 
unity of venting his spleen on long-suffer- 
Ing objects of his country's disapproval. Tt 
fs true that he acted consistently with pre~ 
vious Soviet policy in such matters; it so 
happens however that the circumstances give 
special significance to his petty spite. * 

Fortwenty years the Russian emigres in 
‘Shanghai, as in other parts of the world, 
have devoted themselves to the rebuilding of 
their shattered lives with a courage, resource-| 
fulness and assidulty which would do honour! 
to any nation. ‘They have among. them, 
naturally, ardent spirits who, especially in 
the earlier days of their exile, hoped and, 
in some degree, strove for the eventual return| 
of the régime io which they belonged. Here 
in Shanghai these efforts have been strictly 
confined to academic discussion. The inter~ 
national hospitality afforded to’ the Russian| 
emigres has not been abused. They have 
generally conducted themselves with the 
Intention to give the authorities of their new 
city. as. little embarrassment as possible. 
‘They have admirably succeeded, as has been 
conspicuously shown by their relations with 
the French Concession since the Franco- 
Soviet pact was signed. In briet they have 
kept out of politics. ‘They have manfully set 
themselves to the task of earning a livelihood 
without the advantages accruing to other 
Europeans in Shanghai. The transformation 
in Avenue Joffre ahd in certain sections of 
Bubbling Well Road bears testimony to 
thelr civic qualities. ‘The services which 
they render in the forces of the Settlement 
and French Concession further establish 
their claim to-be regarded os good citizens. 
During the present crisis this merit has been| 
further enhanced. No community plunged 
{nto exile as the Russians of Shanghai have 
been could avoid having to bear the burden 
of an unusually high progortion of unsuccess~ 
ful members. It is not every. refugee who 
‘an tise above the strange rigours of exile, 
‘Special conditions here have accentuated this| 
difficulty for the Russian emigre community 
and the strain on the resourees of its various 








charitable organizations has long been con- 
siderable. Fortunately outside _societies 
‘have been ready to co-operate and on the 
Whole Russlan distress has not gone. un- 
assisted. The sudden emergency created by 
the large exodus of Russians from the North~ 
‘ern districts of the Settlement has, however, 
aroused much “anxiety. Many of these! 
refugees have Jost thelr employment and. 
thelr personal possessions as well. Good! 
organization within the community is dealing 
with them. Funds, however, must be strain-| 
ed to breaking point. That was where the 
‘Nansen Office wanted to help. Moscow says' 
no. The office is helpless. 

‘The deduction to be drawn from this 
wanton sabotage of international relief is not| 
favourable to the delinquent. Fortunately, the 
Soviet may feel it can afford to laugh at the| 
frowns of a scattered community whose politi- 
‘cal power is virtually negligible. Ts it wise, 
however, to show the other members of the 
League that the present masters of Russia 
maintain so contemptible a vindictiveness? 
So frequently Moscow '‘tlelivers itself of high- 
‘sounding principles. It seems to be 
pathetically’ anxious at times to refute the| 
notion that it is governed by revolutionaries 
who have jettisoned all bourgeois cargo such 
as humanity, kindliness and generosity. Tt 
resents the suggestion that its peculiar 
methods of ensuring loyalty to its system of 
government are inspired by a lack of con- 
sideration for elvilization’s precepts. How 
does this tally with a blunt refusal to give 
the necessary acquiescence in measures 
which are purely humanitarian and affront 
helther the communist nor any other creed? 
‘When Moscow loftily puts. itself on a plane 
above Nazidom 1s it quite so sure that that| 
position can be maintained in the light of 
this obduracy?” Would Herr Hitler wilfully 
obstruct the activities of the Nansen Office or | 
any” other international effort to assist 
German emigres even though they, like the, 
Russian emigres, cannot return to their own 
country? The answer cannot be in doubt. 
Happily the Russians of Shanghai, having 
constantly faced the grim problems of dis~ 
tress, are not downcast at this tragic reminder 
of the deep gulf fixed between them and the 
Government of their beloved country. They 
will brace themselves to the tasie of mobiliz- 
ing relief for these refugees and it is hoped 
that they will be helped as far as possible 
by other organizations here in spite of the! 
prevalent stringency. Whether it is possible 
for Soviet Russia to reconsider the meanness 
which has blocked the assistance of Geneva 
must remain a matter of conjecture. Tt 
might not be amiss to observe that a country 
which seeks to range itself with the rest of 
the world in the progressive development of 
high civic ideals cannot expect much credence 
for its honesty of purpose when so pathetic 
a demonstration of short-sightedness. and 
‘spite is given in its name. 





DICTATORS IN UNISON 
Oct. 1. 

By a remarkable feat of organization Signor| 
Benito Mussolini and Herr Adolf Hitler have| 
demonstrated the solidarity ot the Nazi-| 
Fascist bloc in present-day politics. The 
carefully framed atmosphere of unanimity| 
which the technique of the totalitarian state 
‘can produce creates as it were an immenso| 
vacuum of voelferous silence, The drop of| 
a pin of dissent would have been immediately | 
audible; it was not forthcoming and enthu- 
siastic acclamation greeted the two Dictators| 
as they set. out their ideals in spectacular 
unison. Yet, in spite of what to the 
democratic mind must appear to be an 
artificial state of grace, the general effect vf| 
this unprecedented performance is reassuring. 
‘To the cause of peace both leaders gave thelr| 
allegiance. ‘The novel device of conducting| 
diplomatic negotiations in the full glare of| 
the spotlight of a mass meeting necessarily 
demands broad effects. Neither dictator had| 
to trouble to make an elaborate defence of 
his. policy. It was sufficient to utter the 
familiar appeals to emotional fervour. The 
emphasis was laid on physical foree, without| 
special regard to the intellectual justification | 
for its employment. Beautiful in the Fascist, 
‘that attribute becomes dastardly only when| 
resorted to by the Communist totalitarian r| 
by the Democrat seeking to develop the 
‘collective system of security. It would have! 
been fantastic to expect the speeches to| 
proceed on other lines. ‘The time has. not| 
come for Germany or Italy to abandon faith| 
in the high-powered dynamies which for both 
nations has been fruitful in material—and in| 
many respect moral—benefit. The technique| 
demands unwavering subscription to _the| 
perfection of the leaders. Nice discrimina-| 
tion which balances success against failure, 
which endeavours to give the pictiire the| 
chiaroscuro of true perspective is not wanted| 
and, indeed, cannot be made to ft in with 
the ‘essential intolerance of what is virtually| 
personal rule, 

‘Yet, in fairness to both countries, it should] 
be noted that so far the great majority of 
thelr respective peoples are satisfied with 
this denial of the rights of liberty.. If an 
attempt be made to defino their ottitude in 
terms of intellectual significance, it would 
probably take the line of arguing that by 
‘surrendering those rights a greater measure| 
of national solidarity is secured. Within that 








closely guarded mental enclave _ personal, 
liberty is replaced by personal self-esteem. 
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It is as if the citizen agreed to cede his 
responsibility for political development to 
some magical machine in ‘return for an 
‘assurance that his physical well-being will 
be duly preserved. Thanks to the coherence 
of the system, this results in an administrative 
freedom of action which can move far more 
rapidly in direct treatment of economle and 
social problems than is always discernible in 
democratic countries, How far it can per- 
manently bear this strain of being constantly 
called upon to keep itself at concert pitch, to 
produce a miracle out of the day's routine 
‘5 a matter of course, it is not possible to 
surmise. So in standing before the faithful 
at Berlin neither leader had to be apologetic, 
He could rely on complete endorsement of 
his programme. In such circumstances “it 
will be agreed that both Herr Hitler and his 
distinguished guest displayed considerable 
restraint—a restraint which markedly con- 
frasted wi" )Aformer public pronouncements 
in days when they felt more acutely the 
dangers of their respective positions. Crities 
have discerned certain differences of emphasis, 
‘—as for instance in the references to Spain— 
but it must be frankly recognized that two 
spokesmen of democratic countries could 
hardly have approached so nearly to a state 
of complete unison of thought and outlook, 

‘Their duet may ultimately be found to have 
a solid contribution to the peace-construction 
to which European statesmanship is now 
giving such earnest attention, Remembering 
that, rightly or wrongly, they themselves have 
done much to break ‘the collective system 
‘at Geneva, it is astonishingly consoling to 
find that in addressing themselves to the 
European problem they both felt impelled to 
uuse the language of co-operation, Even’ the 
fervent protestation of —_Italo-German, 
solidarity was based on a declared solieltude 
for peace. The invocation of physical force 
‘was justified on the same lines. In so far as 
their efforts to create a bulwark of national 
unanimity have derived from a sincere feeling 
‘ef economic and political weakness they’ 
‘cannot be impugned. At the worst the rest 
of the world is asked to note that if Germany 
and Italy can secure fair play the trappings 
of militarist ideals need not expose a single 
neighbour to fearful insomnia, Whatever 
‘may have been the past performances of the 
‘two’ systems, whatever may be the back- 
ground against which the glamour of the 
dictator's person so brilliantly stands out, the 
Hitler-Mussolini watchword at present is 
co-operation. ‘Thjs does not ignore the cor 
fident prediction that ultimately the Nazi- 
Fascist creed will command an international 
‘as it now does a national unity in its support, 
It has to be qualified by contemplation of the 
remorseless exemption of the allied and yot 
‘antithetic Commynist totalitarianism . from 
benevolent regard, ‘There the two orators 
were Aluly saluting the Frankenstein of their 
own creation, By this time they have 
acquired experience which has apprised them 
of the extent to which such crusading zeal 
can go. They have given the ‘world a 
message of hope. They hive obtained from 
their well-discipiined followers a mandate 
for peace, for co-operation with other states. 
‘That is a real gain, It does credit to the 
sense of statesmanship which responsibility 
and success have developed. Unless the 
machines which they have set up got beyond 
thelr control, this resolve betokens a new 
and more hopeful development in European 
affairs, ‘There should be an increasing 
capacity for international team-work, without 
in any way interfering with the right of the 
individual state to choose and work out its 
‘own way of political salvation. 











ON GEESE

‘This day, sacred to Michael “of colestial 
armies prince” the aerial conqueror of the 
forces of evil, has important ‘civic respon- 
sibilities in the West. Rents are pafd, and in 
olden times Governors and Justices’ of the 
Peace used to be appointed on Sept, 29, ‘The 
faint-hearted tenant, doubtful of his land- 
Jord’s favours, found it convenient to charge 
himselt with the presentation of a fat goose 
for the feast of the occasion. He felt possibly 
that the “goose of to-day is still Memory's 
swan” and that the timely gift might stand 
him in good stead against future vicissitudes, 
For the Michaelmas goose is more famous 
than the Michaelmas daisy which often loses 
its identity in the simple name of aster. ‘The 
goose is a much maligned bird if account be 
taken of the efforts made to stress its. lack 
of brains. Venom is carried to the point of 
labelling the goose silly because it provides a 
meal which is “too much for one and not 
enough for two". Yet Romans knew it as 
the saviour of the State and its finer qualities 
are consistently overlooked in a superficial 
infatuation for the specious glamour of the 
swan, a bird which has a temper and 
petulance beyond taming. ‘The goose is really 
feminine, the gander somehow takes a back 
seat. Initiative as’ the soldiers say habitually 
ies ‘with the goose, ij 

‘There swims no goose so grey, but soon or late 

‘She finds some honest gander for her mate 
Here is the whole philosophy of the relations 
between the sexes and it will be observed 
that the practical commonsense of the goose 
looks not on the outward trappings of the 
male. She wants honesty and gets it, She 

















also is eminently fair in her married state: 
“what is sauce for me is sauce for the gander” 
is her motto. She makes a better mother 
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than the oyster and is assiduous in the per- 
formance of maternal duties. She may cackle 
but that is an amiable sort of frankness. “She| 
never travels under false pretences. She| 
‘maintains one gentle pose: she affects a sort 
‘Of stupidity in order to put the sest of the| 
world at their ease. Yet

Little wols the gosling what the goose thinketh, 


St. Michael who led the angels in that frst] 
‘grent battle of the air would not have been 
given the goose for his mascot had she not| 
been a bird of supreme merit, Few pesple dare 
say "bo" to a goose. That indicates a robust- 
nets of character which a great general rightly| 
could respect, Nor should it be forgotten| 
that on Christendom’s chief day the real bird 
‘of celebration 1s the goose. The turkey fs a| 
mere parvenu at the Christmas dinner—prob- 
ably elevated to its present position by some| 
dubious propaganda disseminated by  thosc| 
who failed to appreciate the sterling honesty| 
of the goose, In past times the wisdom of| 
the goose was so well esteemed that special 
honour accrued to those who had to tend| 
her, Gozzerds, perhaps, did not necessarily 
yank high in the counsels of the nation, but} 
women who Kept geese were sought for| 
advice and even were credited with magic| 
powers. Mather Goose is the personification| 
of the inserutably wise women, She is the| 
confidante of lovers, the mentor of wives and| 
the guide to family policy. China ‘has. so| 
respected the goose that her kind are des~| 
eribed as swans by official permission and! 
not merely, as happens elsewhere, by an 
inadvertent optimism. She also has'the grey| 
Jag goose which seems to have spread the| 
whole world over except to Japan where| 
geese are of anothey brand. New Zealand’s| 
terrestrial goose is extinct, Australia’s 
{goose Js rare and much treasured. Whether] 
this has any bearing’ on power-polities in the| 
Pacific it is not necessary to inquire on| 
Michaelmas Day. ‘The goose cannot now be 
made the innocent cause of offence for muni~ 
tion makers do not trouble any longer to| 
supply arrows tipped with the goose's feather. 
Even journalists have abandoned the quill. 
Otherwise it might be pertinent to recall Sir 
Toby Belch's association of it with the| 
declaration of a personal war when he told

the type-founder have invented modern al~ 
tematives, Is it not possible to imagine that] 
the world’s problems might be more readily| 
solved if statesmen had not substituted the| 
typewriter for a sagacious bird’s feather. 


‘The ose, in short, has qualities which 
neither the ‘duck nor the swan can claim.| 
‘There is nothing mysterious about the swans 
arrogant elegance. Ducks, as every ericketer| 
Knows, are symbols of misfortune. The quack| 
implies the querulousness of stupidity and 
the dishonesty of the advice whieh it sives. 
Cackling gives warning and yet has a note 
of humour in its cacophony. Geese, when 
provided with the right sort of gander, can 
Tay golden eggs. ‘The mark of a successful 
finaneler is he who knows how to stimulate 
‘that faculty and to avoid killing the bird dis~ 
playing it, The Michaelmas goose should not 
be the golden cgy-laying kind. At least the| 
thrifty tenant who presents it to his landlord 
will have assured himself that its egy-laying | 
Gays are past. This is done in no spirit of| 
ingratitude, but rather out of a sense of the 
fitness of things. What can be better designed 
to create harmonious relations between land- 
Jord and tenant than a gift which, when pro-| 
perly cooked and served with the’ ingredients|

‘will sustain the human frame with rich goose-| 
flesh? Into the soul of the landlord there 
must thus come a spirit of contentment, a 
tolerant wisdom as he derives sustenance| 
from a bird, of so kindly a disposition, of such 
profound Knowledge.

DISAPPOINTMENT ~

‘Tsinpu Railway is Chief Objective of Japanese 
Raiders: Wuhu Also Attacked 


Nanking, Sept. 27. 
While the Canton-Hankow  Rail- 
way was being attacked in the south, 
Japanese ‘planes subjected the Tien- 
sin-Pukow Railway to two aerial 
bombardments. to-day. 

"According to a Chinese telephone 
message from Pukow, bombs landed 
‘on the matshed dwellings of poor 
people, killing three ond wounding 
80, during the-morning raid, while in, 
‘the second attack at noon 40 feet of 
alls and three freight cars were 
destroyed. One bomb is also re 
ported to have landed outside the 
Pukow Primary school, killing one 
‘and wounding over ten persons. 

‘The Yunglee Chemical works, ap- 
proximately ten miles north’ of 
Pukow, wore also bombed and dam- 
‘aged in the morning, It is under- 
stood that nine bombs were dropped. 
but the main buildings remained, 
standing, 

‘Sailors aboard foreign warships off 
Hslakwan had a grandstand view of 
to-day’s rads. “They confirmed that 
‘bombs landed in the midst of matshed 
‘dwellings, and also clearly saw one 
telegraph or telephone pole blown: 
into midair. 


Eye Witness’ Account

benefit not only China and Japan but 
all other nations of the world as well,

Lord Cranborne's Suggestion 


Lord Cranborne, British delegate 
to the Committee of 23 of the League 
‘of Nations, the spokesman said, was 
reported as saying that the 'Sino- 
Japanese conflict was of serious con- 
ern to countries other than the two 
nations directly involved In it. 

“Lord Cranborne,” the official re- 
marked, “was hinting, we suppose, at 
the necessity or the desirability’ of 
convening. a conference of Powers 
deeply interested, in the affairs of 
the Pacifle area.

Heavy Bombardment 

Preceding a dawn of darkest hue 
in which a ragged line of red focussed 
the outline of the lower river as if 
itiganti¢ scissors had cut a silhouette 
out of black paper, the incident led 
fo an intense bombardment of Poo- 
tung, At least half a dozen Japanese 
warships joined in the shelling and 
flash after flash iMluminated the 
horizon as if Ughtning were sweeping 
the district. Not only big naval guns 
ut rifle and machine-gun fire were 
heard in the fading night and broad- 
sides were freely and easily recognt2- 
ed, Men on foreign warships and ob- 
servers from Bund buildings describ- 
ed the river district as one huge reve 
berating area, the Japanese shelling 
vastly overshadowing. the Chinese 
artillery reply at indistinet targets 
In the Central district "buildings,

‘Market prices are subject to groat~ 
cer variations than shop prices, not 
only from day to day but also trom 
customer ‘to customer, although 
formally they are lower than. shop 
prices, duc to smaller overheads, 
‘quiek turnovers, ete. 

‘Some. sirlkingt “contrasts are re- 
vealed by a list which compares the 
present price of foods in the various 
stalls In the Settlement markets with 
the priees for the same foods at the 
same markets last year. Last year’s 
prices are used as a basis for contras 
Instead of the pre-hostility prices in 
order to eliminate the seasonal fluc- 
uation, leaving only the effect of 
hostilities. 

‘Meat Jumps in Price 

For instance, in the Settlement 
markets, the price of fresh meat hus 
jumped appreciably as far as beef, 
milton, pork and veal are concerned, 
while buffalo meat remains normal. 
‘The great price jump has becn taken 
by. mutton which has soared from 
2 cents per pound to 45 cents or 
by 105 per cont. Tho price of pork 
has only jumped 23 per cont, while 
veal ‘and beet have risen 48 and 59 
er cent. respectively. 

‘The most remarkable leap in the 
price of fresh fish in the Settlement 
markets has been taken by Mandarin 
fh which is up by 172 per cont., 
being now 60 cents per pound ine 
stead of 22 cents, Prawns area 
close second, having jumped in price 
by 125 per ‘cent. ‘The other fishes 
have varied “little in price, some 
going up and others going down. 
Shrimps are now 27 per cent. cheaper. 
‘All salted fh prices have risen be- 
tween 29 and 83 per cont. 

All the markel prices have jumped 
{in the line of poultry, game and eggs, 
except duck which has. remained 
steady at 80 cents cach. Pigeon has 
flown highest in price, having reach- 
(ed 45 cents ech as compared with 
fast year's clghteon cents. Eggs have 
risen from 32 to 49 cents per dozen 
while chicken has jumped from 35 
to 60 cents per Ib.

particularly pressing just now for it 
4s felt there is an urgent need for

available funds and: donations re- 
ceived. “At the meeting representa- 
tives of nearly every society testified 
to the fact that duplication of effort 
had occurred in the past and en- 
dorsed the need for co-operation. 


Forms of Rellet 


‘Tho form of relief needed was 
classified “under four general head- 
ings: 1.

‘More Distress Anticipated 


Present conditions point to a rapid 
development of acute distress among 
foreigners in Shanghal, AS it is 
considered necessary for this point to 
be brought home to people in Eng. 
land, the B.W.A. has alroady got in 
touch with its co-ordinating organi- 
zation, the Vietoria League, in Lon- 
don and it is strongly urged that all 
who ean should at once get in touch 
with the co-ordinating organization 
thus effectively established. Inquiries 
through any of the societies will be 
readily answored, but it is probable 
that the B.W.A. will act as the co- 
ordinating contre of the movement. 

‘This, scheme Was tried three oF 
four years ago when unemployment 
was particularly rife in Shang! 
cand it was successful insofar as that 
period of distress Iasted. ‘The pres- 
ent upheaval will ralse far more 
anxious problems and therefore it is 
all the moro essential that co-ordin:

interests and a large and important 
foreign cosmopolitan community with 
various treaty rights designed for 
their protection. It may be, and on 
‘many occasions has been in the past, 
attacked or threatened by ormies 
belonging to one or other of the 
factions in China ‘during times of 
political unrest or upheaval. It is 
‘also open to attack from any foreign 
country at war with China, What 
‘other possible way is there of ensur- 
ing Shanghai's future safety then by 
international guarantee? 

‘And when I advocate an inter. 
national agreement or treaty to guar~ 
ante Shanghat's safety through 
neutralization, T do not visualize one 
of those toothtess and useless instru 
ments, such as the Kellogg Pact ond 
the Nine Power ‘Treaty, by which 
each signatory nation pledges itself 
to adhere to certain principles, but 
which does not make it binding upon 
the signatory nations to use force 
against any of their number violating 
those principles. T envisage an agree- 
ment of treaty that, besides being 
fair to China, will make it encumbent 
upon all the signatory nations to deal 
promptly and drastically with any 
nation even showing signs of: 
violating it. 1f, for instance, such a 
treaty were to ‘call for the presence 
of foreign military, naval or alr 
forees as guards in this ares, the 
moment any of the signatory 
countries were to engage in hostli- 
ities with Chinese forces, no 
matter in what part of China, and 
irrespective of whether or not wor 
hhad been declared, the forces of that 
country in the Shanghai area would 
immediately be disarmed and  in- 
ferned locally, or evacuated to the 
nearest military or naval base of the 
country to which they belonged. 

‘Such a neutral zone would have to 
be under the supervision of a very 
strong International Committee or 
‘Council, on which China would have 
fo have a seat, but it would have 
nothing whatever to do with the civil 
‘administration of the area, which 
‘would be under the Chinese civil 
fauthorities as heretofore. Its sole 
‘concern would be Shanghai's safety 
from attack by any outside forces, no 
matter of what nationality. 

T fully agree with Chinese distrust 
of treaties, but the trouble with the 
Chinese is that they have _not 
altogether understood the treaties 
‘and pacts allegedly guaranteeing the 
maintenance of China's sovereign 
Fights and territorial integrity. The 








various signatories of these. cach 
pledges itself to respect China's 
sovereign rights and territorial 


integrity, but, as already indicated, 
there is no clause in any of them 
which makes it binding upon any of 
the signatories to do anything if any 
other signatory breaks or repudiates 
them, It is Ieft to each individual 
signatory to take whatever course it 
‘deems necessary or expedient, even 
though that course may be one of 
lcomplete inactivity, China's mis- 
Jconception on this’ point has led 
her to believe that, in the event of 
any of the signatories of those treaties 
attacking China, the other signatories 
would intervene. "The result is that 
she has been bitterly disappointed, 
and now fs inclined to look askenee 
at all treaties. Actually, however, 
Japan is the only country that has 
broken those treaties, in doing so 
faking advantage of America’s oft 
reiterated policy of refusing to be 
drawn into any foreign war, the fact 
that Great Britain's and.” Franc 
hhands have been completely tied os 
a result of the tense’ situation in 
Europe, and the further fact that 
Russia,’ not only has been having 
internal political troubles, but is at 
the moment more or less immobilized 
by the danger of attack from Ger- 
many or Haly or both in the event of 
her attacking Japan, 

‘A treaty with tecth in it is what 
is neoded for the future protection 
‘of Shanghai, and it is to be hoped 
that, if the powers that be decide to 
do tomething in this urgent matter, 
they wil see to it that those teeth are

To the Ealtor of the 
“Norti-Cuua Dany News" 

Sim—It does not seem to be| 
reallzed, that a very large sum of, 
‘money ‘will be wanied, in order to 
meet the most primitive wants of 
destitute refugees in the Shanghai 
‘area, particularly Chinese. 

T believe, that a” local Committee 
‘aims at securing two hundred thou- 
sand dotlars but while fully realising 
the great amount of work which the 
administration involves, the Shanghat 
community will be wise to face the 
fact, that such a sum ean only 
seratch the surface by comparison, 
with requirements, 

Practically every refugee is with- 
out. belongings, except what they | 
stand up. in, ‘Many’ of ‘them are| 
women, with starving children but 
without a place to lay thelr heads. 
‘The men must watch thelr families 
shrinke from sheer starvation. 

"Those who have been able to peg. 
out a claim on a stone door-way are 
Fegarded as fortunates. The Winter 
will bring a very heavy toll amongst 
these pitiful beings, many of whom, 
are likely to accept even death, as 
‘& woleome relict from the clrcum- 
stances in which they may find them- 
selves. They have all had homes of 
Sorts. Many are families of honest 
and hardworking Iabourers, but what 
ies before thém, if charitable funds 
run out and they find. themselves| 
without anywhere to turn to keep. 
body and soul together? It matters: 
ttle how erude the fare may be, but 
these honest destitutes will need to 
bbe Kept alive, which means, clothing, 
food, some kind of medical resources 
ete,, for a woman eannot have @ baby 
‘ona door step. The outloole unfor- 
tunately has to be faced. 

‘Some act of providence may bring. 
about an unexpected termination to, 
the present hostilities, but when it 
{5 all over, these destitutes and sorely 
‘tried, will never forget a. belping 
hand’ to put them back from whence 
they came. 

Shanghat cannot go on paying the 
whole bill all the time, Funds. will 
dry up locally, for trade in every 
form 1s dead ahd the fight for mere 
commercial existence — is getting 
harder. ‘That is” the outlook for 
which a remedy has to be sought in 
shape of funds. Where are these 
funds to come from? This Is the| 

















problem which has to be solved. 
Fearing the possibility that the signi-

2. If for political reasons, in this

countries.concerned, who are free of 
diplomatic considerations. 

3. Tt may be that the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Couneil need not withholé 
‘association with such charitable ap- 
poals, It matters’ little from whom 
these emanate, so long as they have 
the necessary standing which of 
course is imperative. 

‘Both Manchester’ and Bradford 
have ‘done enormous business in 
‘Shanghai in the past. and T venture 
to suggest that an appeal to these 
‘quarters, at this time, would not find 
them wanting. There must be very 
large quantities of surplus materials 
(known as fents) lying about the 
‘warhouses. and mills around Lanca- 
shire, and Yorkshire, and gifts of this 
kind’ would be of enormous use this 
winter but T am confident that an 
Appeal for funds would mect with a 
generous response.

Very substantial sums ot 
money wore raised in various foreign 
countries by the international Rellet 
Committee located in| Kobe: This 
Committee administered something 
approuching  ¥700,000, apart from 
vast quantities of ‘clothing, blankets, 
Toodstufts ote, and ineldentally 
Shanghat residents were most 
enerous in their response. Without 
‘outside assistance it, would not have 
been possible to contemplate the task, 
but the way in which funds were 
forthcoming, made it possible in cer~ 
tain cases, to fund the cost of educa 
tion of children, who had been left 
orphans. ‘The great danger, in the

Ty agreed, there was a general cry 
Jomong local foreign communities to 
their governments for something to be 
Jdone "to stop. the approaching 
madness. With’ the experiences of 
1932 it was feared that the threaten 
ing hostilities would assume a much 
more destructive and dangerous 
character. ‘There was a widespread 
feeling that we in Shanghai were in 
Ja trop and that only some herole 
measures could save the city. 
Hopaful and apprehensive was the 
population looking for effective 
Jmeasures and guidance from the. 
Jeapitals of the Great Powers. Every- 
[body here understood that only some 
Immediately bold action could 
prevent the city from being turned 
Into a battleground of a modern war. 
There was mo use to repeat the 
persuasions to both parties that the 
hostilities were bound to harm thelr 
Jown interests without any appararent 
advantage to be gained. 

But instead of squarely facing the 
grave problem and drawing their 
‘necessary conclusions the home 
governments evaded the issue and 
Toft the events to take thelr course. 
Hf there was hope that there would 
bbe some statesmanship shown in the 
{trying circumstances and that some 
way would be found to avert the 
‘coming catastrophe it was quickly 
waned. 

During the first weeks we were 
reminded that “the British Govern- 
ment was in constant consultation 
fwith the American and French 
Governments." ‘The Ambassadors 
were ealling at Gaimusho and Wale 
[chigopu, while in the meantime the 
Jdestruetion was going on. ‘There 
]was apparently the belief that Japan 
having taken her lesson from the 
events of 1932. would strike” im- 
[mediately a mighty blow and the 
Toql. hostilities would be speedily 
settled and the front would move to 
places more distant. However, in the 
‘world capitals the issue was not con 
sidered ‘so grave after all. The 
Japanese too it seems were relying 
Jon a speedy termination of the local 
operations. But nothing is so sure to 
happen as the unforeseen. Against 
[tremendous odds the Chinese soldier 
ig offering heroic and desperate 
resistance. The Chinese nation is 
being reborn. ‘The will to sacrifice 
Jand to endure any hardships for the 
lultimate vielory is manifested every- 
where.

HE new president of the Rugby Union is Major-General B.A. 


Hill, C.B., D.S.O., the “Basi

General Hill was a very fine forward 


who played for his country nine times between 1903 and 1907,

He has represented the Army 


‘on the Rugby Union Committee for many years and has, since 


1930, been treasurer of the Army Rugby Union. 


‘The senior vice-president now is 
Mr. G.-C, Robinson (Northumber- 
and), the England wing three-quar- 
ter of about 1900, and the new vice- 
president Dr. L.'G, Brown, was in 
International football before the 
‘War and just after, He played for 
Oxford, Blackheath and England, as 
a forward. 

‘These are the three men who will 
preside over the destinies of English 
Rugby thls season, General Hill, 
with “his wide services experience; 
‘Mr. Robinson, knowing so. well the 
provincial aspect and Dr. Brown, 
‘who has sucha full knowledge of 
the Empire, for he represents New. 
South Wales, where he was born, 


Dropped Goal Value Unchanged 

‘There’ have been some slight 
‘modifications In the laws of the game, 
all likely to make certain points 
clearer, 

Many had hoped that the value of 
‘a dropped goal would be reduced to 
three points, and it is well known 
that in some of the Colonies this 
change had been strongly urged, 
But after long consideration it w 
decided not to interfere with the 
dropped goal value, 

‘Once more the definition of a 
tackle has been altered a trifle and 
ig now clearer than it was, while 
thore is one notable addition to the 
definition, the inclusion of a time 
honoured’ practice in the game, 

‘The definition now reads: “A tackle 
occurs. when the holder of the ball 
in the field of play is held by one 
or more players of the opposing 
team, so that while he is so held the 
ball ' comes. in contact with the 
ground, or there is a moment when 
hhe cannot pass or play the ball.” 

‘The part is the part which has 
been restored to the definition, 


"When is the ball fairly in the 
scrummage?” ‘This question has 
given rise to endless. controversy, 
The law on this point has been 
restated, and is now clearer than it 
was before, 

Penalty ‘Try 

‘A change has also been ‘made 
the’ award of a penalty” try—that 
{s, one that would undoubtedly have 
been scored had it not been “for 
the unfair play or unlawful interfer= 
ence of the defending team. 

Now such a try shall be given be- 
twoen the posts, not in a line with 
the spot at which the infringement 
took place. In other words such a 
misdomeanour will now almost cer- 
tainly cost the offending side five 
points instead of only possibly cost 
ing five, 

Another timely alteration hi 
been made in keeping with the tradl= 
tional practice of Rugby, which 
surely has always been that unless 
‘a man is actually in possession of 
the ball he cannot be interfered with. 
As the rule stood there was nothing 
to prevent a man from pushing 
another player away when the latter 
stooped to pick up the ball. This has 
been altered, 

‘The rule formerly read “A player 
‘overtaking an opponent running. for 
the ball must not push “him from 
behind , stooping to piek up. the 
ball, ‘This last phrase has now been 
fomilted and quite time too,

1933, German citizens 
living outside the Reich had been 
taking a much greater Interest in the 
developments at home than in former 
years and ‘it may now be truthfully 
Said that National Socialism has be 
come the common ‘Weltanschauung’ of 
all German citizens both inside and 
outside the Reieh, so that the terms 
Nationat Socialist’ and German were 
now synonymous.

Germany and Italy 
have created works symbolizing cul- 
ture and progress. New and no less 
impressive works will come into 
being in the future, During my 
sojourn in Germany I bave seen and 
admired such works of culture and 
progress.

Living And Actual Sollaity 


“The German and Italian solidarity 
is a living and actual solidarity. It 
Js not the result of political con- 
ferences or diplomatic sophistry but 
the expression and. outcome of a 
patural feeling of unity and common 
Interests. It is not and does not 
intend to be a closed bloc which 
secludes. itself — distrustfully and 
timorously from the rest of the 
‘world, Maly “and Germany . are 
willing to co-operate with all other 
nations inspired by the same will. 
‘What they demand is respect ‘and 
understanding of their requirements, 
their necessities and their justified 
claims, As a single condition for 
their friendship they demand that 
no attempt be made to disturb the 
foundation of our illustrious Buro- 
jyean culture. ‘The conferences 1 
have had with Your Excellency dur- 
ing the past have consolidated our 
frlendship and made it invulnerable 
inst every atiempt at disturbance 
cf disruption. When T return to 
Italy T shall bear with me memories 
of your manly troops, your national 
demonstrations, the ‘spfritual and 
technical work of development which 
the German nation has accomplished 
funder its Fuehrer, your energy. and 
the reception you ‘have prepared for 
me and for which I ‘am deeply 
grateful. Above all else I shall bear 
‘with me the unreserved conviction 
of our firm friendship. I drink to 
the health of the Fuehrer and 
Chancellor Adolf’ Hitler and to the 
‘Success and greatness of National 
Socialist Germany."—Trans-Ocean.

‘The Lady Mary Wood made similar use ot 
the Woosung port under arrangement of the 
P. & O. agent at Shanghai. A merchant in 
‘Shanghal,—who ab the result of a later inves-| 
tigation demanded by the P. & O. turned out 
to'be a partner in an important firm of the 
filing’ ship owneray—sent a. parcel. of sik 
from shanghal to be loaded et Woosung. in 
the Lady ‘Mary Wood; and this having been 
fone information was lodged ‘that she. hod 
fvaded the Shanghal customs by ‘loading 
Shanghai goods without paying. duty. 

"The whole transaction had been 20 openly 
carried’ out that'-on” the complaint the 
Shanghai ‘consul had no choice but to inter= 
vyene ana the Lady Mary Wood was fined 200 
Aollars and ordered not to use the port of 
Woostng: again. ‘The ‘ship had, theretore, to 
pay heavy port charges and duties on valuable 
Foods like silk, and_the Sbanghol and. Hong 
feng merchanis ‘naturally preferring. to. ship 
by the sailing vessels which evaded such 
charges, the steamer lost shipments until she 
ould no longer pay her way. 

The company promptly withdrew and 
lodged a complaint with” the Secretary of| 
State for Foreign Affairs. ‘The Supreme 
Court ultimately reversed the Consul's judg- 
‘ment, ordering the fine to be refunded, but} 
all this took time during which the service 
had to be suspended. |
